In the Depths of the Ocean. 


An extraordinary circumstance that 
has been noticed with interest. and that 
always creates surprise when first learn- 
ed, is the entire absence of foreign mat- 
ter in the deepest part of the ocean’s 
floor, OF all the vessels lost in mid- 
ocean, of all the human beings that 
have been drowned, of all the marino 
animals that have perished, of all the 
clay sand and gravel let fall by dissolv- 
ing icebergs, of all the yarious’ sub- 
stances drifted from eyory shore by 
shifting currents—not a trace remains, 
but in their place water from 1,000 to 2,- 
500 fathoms in depth covers the uniform 
deposits of thick, bluish, tenacious slime 
called globigerina ooze. 

_ A bit of this under the powerful lens 
is a revelation of beauty and not readily 
forgotten. ‘The ooze is composed almost 
entirely of the daintiest, most delicately 
beautiful shells imaginable. At the 
depths greater than 2,500 fathoms the 
bottom of the sea consists mainly of 
products arising from exposure for al 
most incalculable periods to the chemi- 
cal action of sea water and of volcanic 
matters. Carbonate of lime, which, in 
the form of the shells of the foraminif- 
era, makes up so large a part of the glo- 
bigerina ooze, is here almost entirely 
absent. Seu water is very nearly a uni- 
versal solvent, and before any shell, 
large or small, reaches the bottom of 
these tremendous abysms, it is chemi-

To anyone who makes a study of the} 1 
present movements of education in the 
trades and minor sciences it is apparent 
that the title of ‘t Doctor,” which we 
have already stated as being ancient 
and honorable, and ever the long-look- 
ed for and highest. honor among students 
in divinity, law and medicine, is in a’ 
manner rapidly Josing its name, or dis- 
tinction, among the people as evidence 
of high literary worth, inasmuch as 
many colleges confer the doctorate in 
dentistry pharmacy, veterinary science, 
BY even some well-established 
universities, so forgetful of their status, 
apparently are following the example of

cally eaten up, literally dissolved—a re- 
sult which the enormous pressure of the 
water must materially hasten. 

At 1,000 fathoms the weight of the 
water pressing on all sides of an object 
immersed to that depth is very nearly 
one ton to the square inch, or more than 
100 times that sustained at the sea ley- 
el; and at the greatest depths the pres- 
sure is so increased that it would seem 
nothing could withstand it; in fact, 
heavy metal cylinders let down with 
the sounding apparatus are sometimes, 
on being drawn up again to the surface, 
found bent and collapsed; strongly 
made glass vessels which the metal in- 
closed are shattered into fragments. 


‘Teach the Common Things. 


A multitude of hungry souls are run- 
ning hither and thither and asking how 
to cook, how to eat, how to sleep, how 
to breathe, how to ventilate houses, how 
to keep warm, how to prevent contag- 
ion, how to clothe themselves, how to 
anticipate storm or heat, how to treat 
diseases, how to obey natural laws, and 
many other ‘‘ hows” on kindred sub- 
jects. The teacher who prepares herself 
to give talks on these subjects will find 
a beckoning hand toward the school dis- 
trict enabled to pay the highest salary. 
In giving these little talks, as well as 
presenting any subject interestingly, 
relegate all books to the shelves. The 
old method of teaching was the teacher, 
the book, the pupil, or in other words 
the book between the teacher and the 
pupil—a barrier which separates the 
spark of interest; but the new and cor- 
rect way is the book, the teacher, and 
the pupil. Books should serve merely 
as a guide, an outline, in the search for 
knowledge, as things of reference and 
not the residuum of all truth. That 
prince among teachers,Guyot. said long 
ago, ‘‘ the pupils will not need to be in- 
structed in the words of the book, but 
should be sent out to observe for them- 
selyes, and then questioned by the 
teacher as if he was utterly ignorant of 
the subject.” Thisis particularly true 
of all studies based on natural science. 

The common things around about ey- 
erywhere afford the keys to the interest, 
attention, and consequent development 
of all the different subjects; and the 
teacher who is an adept in serving this 
mental food has nearly solyed the knot~ 
ty problem of a correct system of educa- 
tion.

Fireproof Paper. 

Fireproof paper for writing and print- 
ing purposes is now manufactured in 
Berlin by anew patented process. Nine- 
ty-five parts of asbestos fibre of the best 
quality are washed in a solution of per- 
manganate of calcium, then treated 
with sulphuric acid as a bleachin 
agent. Five parts of wood pulp, as use 
in paper factories, are added, and the 
whole is placed in the agitating box 
with an addition of lime water and bor- 
ate of soda. After being thoroughly 
mixed, the material is pumped into the 
regulating box and allowed to flow out 
of the gate on an endless wire cloth, ae 
where it enters the usual pevanmaog You want something 
machinery.

A FEW THOUGHTS ON DAIRYING. 


As a general rule, dairymen keep too 
many cows for their pasture. This is a 
great mistake that tells largely on the 
profits of the dairy and may leave it 
without profit at all. It is often said 
that a cow is a machine to convert 
grass, hay and grain into milk. Other | 
machinery is necessary to convert the 
milk into butter or cheese. In order to 
run this cow machine to advantage, we 
must have plenty’ of raw material— 
grass, hay, roots and grain. In the 
summer time plenty of good grass, with 
water and a little salt, is sufficient. 
With these the machine will turn out 
milk to the satisfaction of the owner, 
and at the same time keep up repairs 
and motive power. But with poor pas- 
ture the result will be different. The 
motive power will be weak. The ma- 
chine will get out of repair. The pro- 
duce will be small, and of inferior 
quality. 

The better a cow is fed the more 
profitable she will be to the owner. No 
more stock should be kept on the farm 
than can be well fed and attended to 
at alltimes. Scarcity of food will keep 
stock poor, its owner, too. The produce 
will be inferior, both in quantity and 
quality, and must be sold below the} 
market quotations, We have frequent- | 
ly seen eight or ten milch cows in a!

WORK AT A STANDSTILL, 


Builders’ Laborers Refuse to Work for Less 
than Twenty-one Cents an Hour, 


Toronto, May 2.—Mayday was marked 
by the inauguration of a strike which 
threatens to seriously  interfero with 
building operations. In pursuance of 
their resolution to strike unless their de- 
mand for 21 cents an hour was met by 
the employers, the 800 members of the 
Builders Laborers’ Union yesterday 
deserted hods and hoes, and very shortly 
after commencing work yesterday morn- 
ing, the bricklayers and stono masons of 
the city also quit work to exhibit thelr 
sympathy with the strikers, as well as 
for the reason that they would not get 
along without the laborers. 

About 900 men are affected by the 
strike. Of these some 250 are stone 
cutters and 50 bricklayers. 

Of the works affected the most import- 
ant is the new City Hall and Court 
House on Queen street. Here there wero 
employed 64 laborers, 14 stone cutters 
and a dozen bricklayers. The laborers did 
not go to work yesterday morning, and 
at 9 o'clock the stone cutters and brick- 
layers working on tho building quit 
work. There are a number of other large 
buildings in course of erection, among 
which may be mentioned the Foresters’ 
building at Bay and Richmond streets; 
the new Cobban factory on the Esplanade; 
the new Jewish Synagogue ands new 
hotel in Adelaide street. On all these 
work is at a standstill. 

James Healy was on Saturday acquitted 
of the charge of murdering John Cor- 
rigan. Tho yerdict was returned after 
two hours’ deliberation on the part of 
the jury and was receiyed with applause 
by the crowd of jurymen and others who 
wero in the courtroom. When the verdict 
was returned Healy showed more emo- 
tion than he had done at any part of the 
trial, and thanked the Judge, jury and 
his counsel, Mr. Robinette, in an un- 
steady yoice. Healy was discharged from 
custody as soon as the yerdict was re- 
turned, and left the court room in com- 
pany with his young wife and infant 
child. 


THE SHAH ASSASSINATED, 


Nasr-ed-Dine,Monarch of Persia, Shot Dead 
While Entering the Shrine of Abdul- 
Azim. 


Berlin, May 8.—According to a de- 
spatch received here from Teheran, tho 
Shah of Persia was shot and killed this 
afternoon while entering tho Shrino of 
Shah Abdul Azim. It is added that ao 
physician attached to the German lega- 
tion saw the Shah’s body. ¥ 

Teheran, May 1,.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Shah is dead. The as- 
Sassin fired point blank at his heart at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon.

There were on sale at the Western cat- 
tle yards this morning a total of 62 
loads, including 2,000 hogs, about sixty 
sheep and lambs, 100 calyes, and 20 
milkers.

CONCLUSION OF THE TRIAL AT 
JOHANNESBURG.

A Vigorous Protest From Britain—Mr 
Chamberlain's Message—War 
if the Penalty ts Enfore 
Iishmen and One American Sentence 

A despatch from London says:—In 
the London House of Commons on ‘Tues- 
day, Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, said:—‘I bave 
received a private telegram, of the ac- 
curacy of which I have no doubt, say- 
ing that five of the leaders of the so- 
called National Reform party at Johan- 
nesberg had been condemned to death. 
I thereupon cabled to Sir Hercules Rob- 
inson at Cape Town instructions to 
communicate the following to Presi- 
dent Kruger:—‘The Government has 
just learned that the sentence of death 
has been imposed upon the chief lead- 
ers of the Reform Committee. The 
Government has no doubt that your 
Honor will commute the sentence. In- 
deed the Government has assured Par- 
liament that this is your Honor’s in- 
tention.’ ” 

Mr. W. J. Galloway asked whether 
the law govering such cases did not 
provide simply for the confiscation of 
the property of persons found guilty 
and not for the imposition of the death 
sentence. Mr. Chamberlain replied 
that he could not answer. that ques- 
tion, as he was doubtful whether the 
condemned men had been tried under 
the statute law of the Transvaal or 
the Roman and Dutch laws. 

Right Hon. James Bryce asked the 
names of the prisoners under death 
sentence and Mr. Chamberlain said 
they were Col. Francis Rhodes brother 
to Cecil Rhodes, George Farrar, Lionel 
Phillips and John Hays Hammond. 
The name of the fifth condemned man 
he had forgotten for the moment. Four 
of them are British subjects and one 
(Hammond) is an American. 

AN UNEXPECTED ENDING. 

A tragic sequel of the reform agita- 
tion in the Transvaal was totally un- 
expected, and unless the sentences are 
commuted to fine and imprisonment 
the whole of South Africa will be 
ablaze. A few days ago it was very 
generally understood that the senten- 
ces would be light and that the Boers 
would not again give gccasion for such 
a demonstration of Uitlander disaffec- 
tion as that which a few months ago 
threaténed to overturn the Boer rule. 
The Englishmen of Johannesberg and 
the Rand was restive enough when 
Jameson was repulsed, and at that 
time little more would have been ne- 
cessary to induce them to carry on an 
aggressive war. As it was they gave up 
control of the Provisional Government, 
established at Jobannesberg under the 
name of the Reform Committee, and 
agreed to disarm on the understanding 
that the grievances of which they com- 
nee would be removed and that 

‘ol. Rhodes and the members of the 
Reforin Committee 0 
seriously for the prominent part they 
took in bringing these grievances be- 
fore the Boer Government. 

A SIGNIFICANT INCIDENT. 

Though the news of the death sen- 
tence passed on the five leaders of the 
Johannesberg movement was a surprise 
and shook to those here, who ve 
watched the case, politicians inside and 
outside of Parliament admit that the 
Sentence is the natural complement of 
the plea of guilty. Nobody here be- 
lieves that the sentences will be ex- 
ecuted. It is thought that under the 
law under which the accused were 
tried there was no course open to the 
court but to impose the death penalty. 
It is believed now that the arrange- 
ment between the prisoners and the 
Transvaal authorities provided for the 
passing of the death sentence, while 
at the same time the five men knew 
that the President would exercise the 
power with which he is invested and 
ater commute the sentences, What 
the general feeling among the Boers 
is towards the prisoners is a matter 
of doubt. Before the trouble at Johan- 
nesberg they were all very popular, 
but there was a significant incident 
in connection with their arrest that 
is not gencrally known. Shortly after 
they were lodged in the jail at Prae- 
toria a number of Boers took to that 
city a beam on which some years pre~) 
viously the British had hanged several 
Boers for treason, When the attention 
of the Government was called to this 
fact a prompt disclaimer of any im- 
plied threat to hang the prisoners was 
made, and it was asserted that the 
beam had been taken to Practoria to 
be used for building purposes. 

LATER.

The Senate bill respecting the 
Behring Sea claims convention was 
read a second time, and the House 


went into commiltee.upon it. The olt 
ject of the bill is to provide ma- 
chinery to enable the International 
Commission to take evidence in Cana- 
da and the United States for the purp 
pose of assessing the damages olaim- 
ed by the owners of twenty-four Can- 
adian sealing vessels illegally seized in 
Behring Sea by United States cruisers 
between 1886 and 1892. Under the 
terms of the Paris award, the Goverm- 
ment of the United States is bound 
to pay such damages as this commis- 
Slon may assess. ‘he bill practically 
confers upon the commission while 
Sitting in Canada the powers of a Brit- 
ish court as to summoning of witness- 
es and other legal procedure. 

The bill was passed through com} 
mittee with slight amendments, and 
read a third time. 

FREE MINING MACHINERY.

The Weather and the Crops. 
Promising Prospects in many Places 

The Dominion Meteorological Service 
has just issued the weather map for the 
month of April, It states that in the 
Province of Ontario the mean tempera- 
ture of the month has been decidedly 
above tho average, In the Maritime 
Provinces and Quebec tho departures 


from the average were slight, while in 
Manitoba, the territories, and British 
Columbia the temperature ranged from 
three to six degrees below averago. 

The weather in Ontario was generally 
cool up to about April18, At this time, 
however, the temperature suddenly ris- 
ing from 15 to 20 degrees, vegetation 
made exceptionally rapid strides, more 
especially in the districts bordering on 
the Georgian Bay, where the mean tem- 
perature for the month was about ten 
degrees above average.

From International Bridge to Wind- 
sor, Ont., 229 miles, was covered by a 
Vanderbilt special over the Canada 
Southern on Thursday in 220 minutes 
and 19 seconds. 


The Sydney Mail estimates the loss of 
stock in New South Wales from the re- 
cent drought at 10,000,000 sheep, valued 
at 4s. each; 808,000 cattle, valued at 
40s., (and 20,000 horses, valued at 60s.; 
amounting in the aggregate to a total 
value of £2,666,000, 


The new parliament which is to be 
elected on June 28rd will bo smaller by 
two mombers than the last House. 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island 
each lose a member; and New Bruns- 
wick loses two; while Manitoba gains 
two.

A “filled cheese’ bill has been pass- 
ed by the United States House of Re- 
presentatives, and is likely to become 
law. It does not prohibit the manu- 
facture or of filled cheese, but 
handicaps that business by heavy taxes. 
It provides that makers must pay 
license fee of $400 a year, and oan ex- 
cise tax of a cent a pound on their pro- 
duct; that wholesale dealers in it must

pay a license tax of $250 a year; and} 
retailers one of $12 a year. | 1 this 
stiff scheme of taxation mizht fail to 


kill the industry, as similar imposts 
have failed to put o stop to the manu- 
facture of oleomarzarine. But so } y 
a burden, along with the requiren 
to sell the article for what it actually 
is, would drive a good many makers of 
bogus cheese oul of the business, and 
perhaps into that of producing honest 
cheese.

There are many kindergarten and 
mission schools, besides the regular pub- 
lic school system. 

For many centuries a Japanese girl 
did not have much of a chance beside 
her brother. It was thought that she 
Was not capable of learning, any but 
the simplest matters—to attend to her 
housework, perhaps to play a little on 
Some musical instrument, embroider 
and arrange flowers. 

Her whole duty was, as a Chinese 
philosopher once said: ‘In childhood to 
obey her father; when married, her 
husband; when widowed, her son.” 

There has been a great change, how- 
ever, in the last twenty years, and to 
the present Empress of Japan some of 
the credit should be given. She has in- 
terested herself in the cause of women, 
founding a school for the daughters of 
the nobility, and now girls are admitt- 
ed to the schools and haye nearly, if 
not quite, as z0od opportunities for 
learning as their brothers. 

The Japanese eat a zreat deal of fish, 
but seldom taste of other kind of meat. 
They raise fish as we would chickens 
or pigs. Carp and eels are the favorite 
kinds of fish. If we were to zo into 
one of the restaurants called eel houses 
and order dinner, we would be shown 
to a large tank filled with squirming 
eels and asked to select the one we 
wanted, and if we had had any experi- 
ence with their eeis we would be sure 
to select a small one, as the large ones 
are coarse and zZreasy. : 

Then, if we wished, we could see it 
cooked, for, unlike our restaurants, the 
kitchen is on the frone part of the 
nye oe. 

This has one adyantaze, the dining 
rooms open out upon a beautiful garden. 

We would perhaps feel a little awk- 
wvard fo sit down on a mat in our stock- 
inz feet to eat our dinner, and have no 
knives or forks, but little chop sticks. 

The food is brouzut in little cups or 
bowls, so if one cannot make the chop 
sticks work, he can shovel the food in- 
to his mouth by the cupful. 

There are always two or three zirls 
to entertain the eaters. They are dress- 
ed in gay costumes, and make them- 
selves as merry as_ possible, chatting 
and reciting little poems. " 

If you were to dine with some rich 
people, the host would, perhaps, show 
you throuzh the flower garden and cut 
you a bouquet, for they have beautiful 
zardens and are naturally proud of 
them. 

When you zo back to the house,you 
remoye your shoes and sit in your 
stocking feet, or if the floors are cold, 
a servant may bring you a pair of 
cotton overshoes. The servants are very 
polite. Every time they enter the room 
they’ drop upon their knees and touch 
their forehead to the floor. 

This must be inconvenient for them 
when bringing in the dinner, as they 
have to set down the tray they are car- 
rying in order to make this profound 
bow. 

Silk cushions are scattered about up- 
on the floor in place of chairs, and the 
guests are arranged according to their 
aze or rank. Little tables about six 
inches high are placed in front of the 

uests. ‘Then the food is brought in 
ittle bowls, tea and sweet meats usu- 
ally being the first course. 

The Japanese consider it in bad taste 
to have the walls covered with paint- 
inzs. Their artistic decorations are 
stored away in the kura, or fire-proof 
closet, and after the dinner is over the 
hosts may send servants to bring some 
of these treasures to show you, His pic- 
tures will not be framed but hung upon 
rolls called kakemonos. If he is very 
rich, there will be valuable zems in 
dainty carved boxes lined with silk and 
highly. polished bronzes, , 

The wife of the host will not preside 
at dinner, unless there are lady guests, 
but will appear to greet you at the 
table, and again when you are say- 
ing your ‘“‘sayonaras,”” or farewells.

The largest and smallest skeletons 
of humans ever preserved are kept in 
the museum of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, in Lincoln's Inn Fields, Lon- 


don. One is eight feet four inches in 
height. The other is less than two 
feet. 


| Charles Byrne, the famous Irish 
giant, who was more generally known 
as O'Brien, died in 1783, when he was 
twenty-two years old. His capacity for 
liquor was in keeping with his huge 
physical proportions. So keen was his 
anguish over losing all his property— 
to wil, a £3800 note—that he drank a 
cask of ale in one day, The day follow- 
ing he was dead. 
| Byrne had a great dread of becoming 
a dissecting-room subject.

THE WINGHAM OUTRAGE. 


Trial of tho White-caps—--Much Interest 
Neing Takon in the Case, 

Goderich May 12.—The manslaughter 
case against the Wingham Whito-Caps, 
Robert Harrison, Gharlos Manser, Georgo 
Phippen, Thomas Montgomery and Al- 
bert Martin, will come up for trial here 
to-morrow morning in the Griminal As- 
size Court, beforo Chief Justice Meredith. 
A true bill was found against them to- 
day by the Grand Jury, and when ar- 
raigned tha prisoners pleaded ‘‘not 
guilty’? on the indlotment.- Inspector 
Rogers, who has worked the case up for 
the prosecution, has 83 witnesses from 
Wingham to give eyidonce. The Crown 
prosecutor {s Mr, E. Saunders of Tor- 
onto, and the counsel for the defense are 
Messrs. J. T. Garrow and Phillip Holt 
of Goderich and Mr. KR. Vanstone of 
Wingham. Tho case is exciting a great 
deal of interest here, as well as in Wing- 
ham, as it is the only cnse of the kind 
that has eyer come to trial in this coun- 
try. The prisoners arc in good health 
and spirits, with the exception of Phip- 
pen, who is constitutionally delicate. 
Much speculation is indulgedin as to the 
probable outcome of the case, and the 
prisoners haye many friendsamong those 
who are in the town to watch the case. 
It is more than likely that to-morrow 
night will see {tf ended, and the prisoners 
either conyicted or acquitted. 


A FORGER'S SUICIDE, 


Edward Gibbons Fires at a Constable and 
Then Blows His Own Urains Oat. 


Simcoe, May 12.—Edward Gibbons 
committed suicide hero last night shortly 
after cleven o'clock. He had been work- 
ing for Lem. Brady, proprietor of the 
Shelburne house, for some time, and yes- 
terday morning forged a cheque on his 
employer for $10. Later in the day he 
managed to eash it for §8, J. Curtis, a 
laborer, giving him the moncy. 

When Brady heard of the transaction 
he immediately had warrant sworn 
out, and Constables Tisdale and Goates 
were detailed to make the arrest. They 
found Gibbons ont walking with ayoung 
lady, and followed the couple home. As 
Gibbons left the house Tisdale approached 
him, and told him that he was under 
arrest, Without a moment's hestitation 
Gibbons drew a reyolyer and fired two 
shots in rapid succession, wounding the 
officer in the back of the neck and in the 
groin. 

When Tisdale had recoyered his com- 
posure he called to Coates for help, and 
the two started in pursuit of the fugitive. 
They had not gone far, however, before 
they discoyered his body lying face down- 
wardrin tho middle of the road. Gibbons 
had shot himself in the head, and rest- 
ing beside him lay a 82-caliber self-cock- 
ing revolver with flye chambers empty. 
Coroner Staunton was notifled immedi- 
ately, and will hold an inquest.

ance to those who suffer therefrom 
In the matter of invitations now, 
what criminals some people are! ‘They 
send you a friendly and informal invi- 
tation to dinner, worded so that you 
expect no one but the family as it is. 
You go in your tidiest home gown, but 
it is a home gown at the best, and you 
find an assemblage of eighteen, all 
pranked in festal array, whereby you 
are made to look like a dingy London 
Sparrow among humming birds and par- 
rakeets. Or contrariwise, you get o 
formal card  presaging a ‘stately 
spread,” and you find a shabby, little, 
irregular bunch of five, among whom 
one man is in his morning coat and 
the ladies are all “high up to the 
throat.” The discrepancy between the 
form and the thing—the implied prom- 
ise and the practical fulfillment—is one 
of the social crimes for which the per- 
petrator should be somehow made re- 
sponsible.

. PACKAGES. 


Ash or spruce tubs should be soak- 
ed for twenty-four hours with a strong, 
hot brine, or for two days with a cold 
brine; then be washed clean and lin- 
ed with” parchment paver: Tubs or 
boxes lined with paraffin wax should 
also have parchment paper inside. Pack 
the butter in the tubes or boxes close 
around the sides and corners. Vill to 
within half an inch of the top of the 
tub and finish’ off level without giving 
the butter a greasy appearance. Cover 
the butter with parchment paper or 
butter-cloth and put on a paste made 
of salt and water. Then put into cold 
storage at fifty-six degrees, or as much 
lower as the temperature can be kept 
uniform. Changes in temperature have 
an injurious effect on the keeping of 
butter. Fresh brine should be added 
occasionally to keep the paste on the 
top of the tub in a moist condition, 


SHIPPING. 


The tubs or boxes should be clean and 
the lids fastened on properly; the 
weight of butter in all the tubs or boxes 
should be the same, and it should be 
marked plainly on the outside of each ; 
about half to three quarters of a pound 
extra should be added to each, when 
filling, to make the butter hold out in 
weight. When the butter is shipped in 
one-pound prints, it should be secure- 
ly protected from the sun in warm 
weather by the use of ice in the ship- 
ping box, A piece of clean brown pa- 
per laid over the top of the butter will 
protect it from the sun and heat, 
CREAM-GATHERING CREAMERIES. 
Only competent, honest, courteous 
men should be employed in or about 
creameries. It would be of ver reat 
advantage to the patrons, if the cream- 
atherers had a good knowledge of 
un-raising, 80 as to (give instruc- 
tion where needed, There is enough 
cream, or butter-fat, lost in the skim- 
milk through carelessness and neglect 
and ignorance, to pay the entire cost 
of manufacturing the butter in most 
of these creameries, The cream-gath- 
erer should be accurate and just in 
measuring the cream, taking samples 
properly, and doing all in his power to 
promote harmony between the patrons 
and managers of the creame 

The waggons should be covered to 
protect the tanks or cans from the sun, 
that the cream may be delivered at the 
creamery a8 cool as possible. After the 
cream is strained into the cream vat, 
the butterm r should examine its 
condition regarding temperature and 
Jactic acid, A safe rule in warm weath 
er is to cool the cream immediately to 
fifty-six or fifty-eizht degrees, hold at 
this temperature over night, and churn

| Favorable Report on tts Use in the London 
Hospitals, 


The report of the London Board of 
Metropolitan Asylums shows the re-' 
sults obtained in six hospitals in which 
antitoxin has been employed in the! 


fore antitoxin was employed, there were 
3042 cases of diphtheria in the six hos 
pitals, and 902 of the patients repre-! 
senting a mortality of 29.6 per cent.! 
In 1895 there were 8529 cases and 796 
deaths representing a mortality of 22.5 
per cent., or of 7.1 per cent. below that 
of the previous year. The reduction, 
the report says, must be fairly set down} 
to the vse of antitoxin, for there was no 
other change in the treatment. -The 
average severity of the disease was 
about the same in the two years, while 
the proportion of juvenile patients, to 
Whom the disease is most fatal, was 
somewhat larger in 1895 than in 1894. 
But these figures do not tell the 
whole tale, for the new drug was not 
used in all ths cases, which came under 
treatment, but, as a rule, only in the 
severer cases. ‘The lives preserved, 
therefore, were just those which were 
most likely to be Jost. The results at 
the Northern hospital in postscarlatinal 
cases were more favourable still. In 
1895 there were 119 cases and four 
deaths. In the three previous years 
there had been an aggregate of 119 
cases and seventy-five deaths. The 
reduction in 1895 is ascribed by the 
medical superintendent wholly to the 
use of antitoxin, which caused the re-~ 
covery of cases which would formerly 
have been regarded as hopeless. In 
order, however, to secure the full ef- 
fect of the drug, it is necessary that 
it should be employed at an early stage 


of the disease. .So administered, it 
served in 1895 to reduce mortality from! 
22.5 to 4.6 per cent, in cases which came 


under treatment on the first day of the 
disease, and from 27 per cent. to 14.8) 
in. cases which came under treatment 
on the second day.

AN OLD LIGHTHOUSE.

The oldest house existing in England 
is the Roman Pharos or ‘lighthouse 
which still forms so conspicuous an ob- 
ject on the cliffs within the precincts 
of Dover Castle. he masonry of this 
interesting work is composed of tufa, 
cement and Roman bricks, or tiles, and 
is in the best style of : Roman work- 


manship. History and tradition are 
alike silent as to the actual date of 
its erection, but, judging from the 


style of masonry, and bearing in mind 
that the erection of such a beacon 
would be a practical necessity when 
once the Romans had thoroughly estab- 
lished themselves in Southern Britain, 
one may fairly ascribe to it a date not 
much later than the middle of the first 
century, A.D., following on the expe- 
dition of Claudius, and the succeeding 
conquests of Plautius, who brought most 
of the island south of the Thames un- 
der the Romandomination. The upper 
part of this lighthouse was added. in 
Tudor times and octagonal superstruce 
ture, still remaining, although in a 
sadly battered condition. The remains 
of lake dwellings, such as have been 
found at Burton Mere in Suffolk, and 
near Glastonbury in Somerset, are supr 
posed by some to date back so far as 
1200 B.C., but, although these are built

They drift- 
ed about without food or drink until 
Diaz’s companion became unconscious, 
fell into the fea, and was drowned. 
Then Diaz became unconscious from ex- 
haustion, and while in this condition he 
was picked up by a fishing vessel and 
transferred to another craft bound for 
New York. He arrived penniless and 
friendless. He found support as a read- 
er in a cigar factory employing Cubans. 
He boarded in Brooklyn, was stricken 
with pneumonia, and it was thought he 
would die. Miss Alice Tucker, a Chris- 
tian worler, boarding in the same house 
with Diaz, left a New Testament in his 
room, which resulted, so he says, in his 
conversion and impelled him to mis- 
sionary work. < 6 

_ Upon his recovery Diaz was baptized 
in Gethsemane Baptist Church, Wil- 
louzhby avenue, Brooklyn, and was sent 
by the congregation—the rebellion hay- 
ing ended—as a colporteur to Cuba. Lat- 
er he was aided by the Female Bible 
Society of Philadelphia, after which the 
Home Mission Board of the Southern 
Baplist Convention supported him. He 
left Havans. with a box of Bibles for a 


missionary tour in the country. On 
the train a Spanish official arrested 


him, suspecting that as Diaz had been 
a rebel, che box contained dynamite and 
not Bibles. Diaz was taken to the near- 
est prison and placed in one cell, while 
the box of Bibles was carefully depos- 
ited in another. Notwithstandinzcon- 
trary orders from the jail keepers, he 
preached, prayed, and sanz loud en; 
ough for all the other inmates to hear 
him, He sent word to the American 
Consul at Havana, and _ Secretary of 
State James G. Blaine effected his re- 
lease. Afterward the captured Bibles 
sold at u premium, one having been 
bought by the Mayor who had convict- 
ed Diaz, and Diaz later bad the satis- 
faction of converting 


THE MAYOR AND THE JAILER, 


_On another occasion Diaz and two of 
his assistants, Godinez and Herrera, 


f went to Guanabacoa to bold an open-air 


meeting, when the three were arrested 
and taken before the Mayor on the 
charge that they had not given a no- 
tice of the meeting, as the Spanish law 
requires. They were followed by a 
throng of sympathizers. Infuriated and 
ready to mob the officers in charge, the 
crowd surrounded the prison, and Diaz 
was oblized to appear on the jail bal- 
cony and deliver an address dissuading 
his adherents from an attempt at res- 
cue. A day after the required notice 
of the meeting was found in the May- 
or's office, where it had been mislaid. 

One day while Diaz was preachinz, 
so he states, a shot from behind and 
above was fired. The ball, Renae close 
to the intended victim, struck a boy in 
front of him, Diaz and_ his brother 
were mobbed, their clothing was torn 
off, and, bruised and bleeding, they 
were carried before the Mayor. He or- 
dered his police to see them safely up- 
on the cars for Havana. . 

On a holiday, as Diaz was passing 
along the ines near Havana, he met 
two) men fishing. He began talking o. 
Christ to them. A party ~of merry- 
makers slopped to listen. Others join- 
ed the party, and soon people came from 
a distance, Diaz SAxTaRA to his sub- 
ject and the crowd became still larger. 
While he was speaking two policemen 
stepped up to his stand, Encouraged by 
their presence and thinking they were 
there to protect him, Diaz waxed elo- 
quent. When he had finished he was 
placed under arrest, charged with 
pes ee in the open air, and he spent 
several days in jail. ‘ 

He has organized in Cuba thirty 
churches and stations and twenty-six 
Sunday schools. He has twenty-five as- 
sisting clergymen, Seven cliurches have 
a membership of 7,000. He has over 
3,000 teachers and pupils, and annually 
he baptizes 800 or 400 persons. 

The Southern Baptist Church bought 
for Diaz a theatre in Havana at a cost 
of $60,000. It seats 3,000 persons. In 
this building he converted bis mother, 
and he says that so overcome was. he 
with joy that he forzot the usual cere- 
mony, and could only say; ‘‘ Lord Jesus, 
es is my mother,” and he immersed 

er. 

When Diaz first went to the island 
the members of his congregation were 
refused burial in the consecrated ceme- 
teries, then the only burial grounds in 
Cuba, Diaz overcame this by startin 
rival cemeteries. The three cemeteries o 
the Baptists in Cuba now contain over 
7,000 bodies,

Heavy Sentonoos—Tho Roform Loadora 
Condomnod to Fifteen Yours’ Tinprrson- 
mont--The Nows Not Confirmed. 

London, May 19,—A despatch’ to tho 
Times from Protoria, Tranavanl, dated 
May 18 (Monday), saya: “The Exacutive 
Counoll to-day decided that the punish- 
ment of Col. Francia Rhodos, Lionel 
Philips, George Farrar and John Hays 
Hammond, tho loaders of tho reformers, 
who were sentonced to death, shall be fif- 
teen years’ imprisonment. ‘Tha hope is 
entertained that theso sentences will be 
modified. The deoision of the sentences 
of the other reformers is still awaited.’’ 

The Times also has a despatch from 
Cape Town, which says that the motion 
of Mr. Merriman, in the Cape House of 
Assembly, to revoke the charter of the 
British South Africa Company, is cer- 
tain to be defeated. Tho bulk of the 
spoakers in the House, this despatch 
says, support tho Chartered Company. 

The Times explains in aneditorial that 
there is a bare possibility that in its Pre-

TWO CHILDREN CREMATED 


In Thojr Fathor's House--Accidental Fire 
Near Blackwater Junction, 

Blackwater, May 18.—Early Saturday 
morning the house of Michael Harvey 
was burned. Two children wre burned to 
death, two others and tho father were 
very seriously injured. 

Tho building was a log houso witha 
‘Jean-to’’ kitchen. There were two rooms 
upstairs and three downstairs. Harvey 
and his wifo slept in a downstair’ room 


with little Winnie, the youngest, in a, 


cot beside them. Frank, 18 years old, 
slept in the next room, and Bella and 
Maggie, 11 and 8 years old, slept together 
upstairs. Tho threo older children were 
out at service, —~ 

Mrs. Harvey escaped unscathed, but is 
completely broken up by her terrible ex- 
perience, Sho says the family retired at 
10 o'clock. They had a ‘‘smudge’’ burn- 
ingin a tin pail to keep mosquitoes 
away, but before going/to bed she poured 
water into it and put it on the ground 
behind the kitchen with a tin over it. 

Tho kitten mewing in the back 
kitchen wakened her about three o'clock. 
She saw tho glare of flro at the rear of 
the house, and, shouting to her husband, 
she rushed to open the kitchon door. A 
great sheet of flame swept in and drove 
her to saye herself by leaping from ao 
window. Frank got out safely and 11- 
year-old Bella carried her 8 year-old sis- 
ter, Maggie, downstairs and out throngh 
a window. 

In the excitement baby Winnie had 
been left in her cot and 11-year-old Bella 
ran in after her. The position of her 
body when found showed that she lost 
her way and fell close to the window. 
Frank was badly scorched about the 
hands, face and back, and little Maggie 
was burned about the eyebrows. The 
roof fell in within five minutes after the 
fire started. Harvey’s head {s fearfully 
burned and he is badly cut across tho 
shoulders by his jump ;through the win- 
dow.

THE GIRLS OF DENMARK. 


An English publication gives an in- 
teresting account of a recent exhibition 
of women’s work in Denmark, | which 
demonstrates the fact that adinavian 
women are not behind their English sis- 
ters in education and philanthropy, and 
progression in all the industries, arts, 
and sciences which are open to women. 
Danish women are welcomed without 
question to the university, every branch 
of learning is swithin their reach, and 
they successfully master mathematics, 
medicine, or whatever they undertake 
and promptly turn their education to 
some practical use. Teaching seems to 
be the most universal employment for 
women who must earn their own living. 
Yet there are so many teachers and 
so many daughters of rich families who 
teach simply as a pastime, wilh no re- 
muneration, that the pay is very small 
and not at all in proportion to the ser- 
vices they give. They are well up in 
the English literature of the day, dis- 
tinguish themselves as artists, authors, 
and musicians, found schools and asy- 
lums for various charities, and manage 
them as successfully as the women im 
other countries. Designing and paint- 
ing, poetry, wood carving, and burnt- 
wood work are among other accomp- 
lishments, and many women have taken 
up photography and started out as pro- 
fessionals. — 
But in spite of all their professional 
work, Denish women do not degener- 
ate in the art of housekeeping an’ good 
cooking. Within the past few years 
they have become interested in the out- 
door games so popular in England, and 
tennis, golf, cricket, and football are 
fast gaining ground. The craze for bi- 
cycling seized them some time ago, and 
they are already expert riders, for the 
level country favors this sport. Some 
of the Danish girls are accomplished 
horsewomen, and they are never quite 
so pretty and graceful as when they are 
skating, which is a general amusement 
for fully three months in the year.

CRIME IN THE STATES. 


ft Enereases Paster In Proportion Than the 
. Population, 
The Hon. Andrew D. White quotes 
| Statistics to show that in no land is the 
jright to live so trampled upon by a 
privileged class of criminals as in Am- 
} erica, and that crime increases in pro- 
portion more than the population. The 
homicides in 1889 in the United States, 
numbered 3,567. In 1895 they num- 
bered 10,500, The executions in these 
years averaged, respectively, one in 
forty-five convictions and one in sev- 
enty-four convictions, He soid if the 
murderers for the last six years were 
in prison, there would be 40,000 of them 
The eleventh census shows that, therd 
are but 7,351 in prison, Mr. White bit- 
terly denounces the sympathy expressed 
for criminals, instancing a recent case 
where 38,000 people followed the body 
of the murderer to the grave and $600 
was spent in floral oiferings. Mr. 
White attributes this increase in crime 
largely to the “careless, culpable and 
criminal exercise of pardons’ by the 
Governors of the various States. ‘The 
Governor of the State (‘Tennessee), in 
the four years of office ending 1892, 
pardoned 801 convicts, many ot them 
murderers, Mr. White assigns the 
widespread criminal education of chil- 
dren, by means of dime novels, sensa- 
tional newspupers, posters and melo- 
dramas, as a particular cause for in- 
crease in crime, as well as the fact that

The Late Mrs. 'T. G. Clute. 


The community was startled on Fri- 
day morning last to hear of the death of 
Mrs. T. G, Clute. It was known that 
she had been ill for some time, but the 
last reports were that she was improy- 
ing, with good hopes of her recovery ; 
therefore the news of her death was 
somewhat of a shock to all. 

The late Mrs. T.G.Clute, whose maid- 
en name was White, was born in 
Prince Edward Co., her parents after- 
wards removing to Sidney township, 
where her mother still resides. In 1878 
she was married to Mr. T'.G.Clute, and 
from that time until her death her resi- 
dence was in Stirling. Under the min- 
istry of the Rey. Robert Walker she 
and her husband united with the Wes- 
leyan Church. For nine years in that 
church she occupied the position of or- 
ganist, filling that important place most 
acceptably. In united Methodism she 
wus ever ready to do what she could as 
organist or choir leader, or in any way 
that would build up the Kingdom of 
her Master. \ 

Her last work was as organizer of the 
noble band of women, who, as ‘ talent” 
workers, so nobly assisted to remove 
the debt from the church. She lived to 
see their efforts successful in raising 
money sufficient to lift the balance due 
and givo us a freo church. 

Her death was sudden, but found her 
ready. She had been ill all winter, but 
her friends did not dream of anything 
but ultimate restoration to health. 

The funeral took place on Sunday af- 
ternoon, and was very largely attended. 
The service took place at the house, an 
appropriate discourse by Rey. C. L. 
Thompson being given. After the ser- 
vice the remains were borne to’ the 
beautiful Stirling cemetery, there to 
await the resurrection morn, On her 
ceffin were wreaths of flowers, one giv- 
en by members of the Methodist choir, 
with which she had been so long con- 
nected; also, a beautiful anchor given 
by the employees in Mr, Clute’s store. 
The organ and choir rail of the church 
were also draped in mourning on Sab- 
bath in memory of the departed. 

Though sadly missed in the church 
and the community, whose sympathies 
go out to the bereaved ones, yet to hor 
“death is the crown of life.”

Perfecting the Electric Light. 


The Human Heart Photographed.--- 
Lung Defects Discovered. 


Nicola Tesla has solved the problem 
which he set before himself many years 
ago, and which may revoluticnize the 
system of electric lighting. It is, elec- 
trical experts say, the nearest porfect 
adaptation of the great force of nature 
to the use of man. 

In Mr. Tesla’s laboratory in Houston 
street is a bulb not more than three 
inches in length, which, when the cur- 
rent turns into it, becomes a ball of 
light. The heat is almost impercepti- 
ble. With it a very large room is so 
lighted that it is possible to read in any 
corner. Yet this is done without the at- 
tachments necessary in existing lights. 

The rays are so strong that tho sharp- 
est photographs may be taken by them. 
No new dynamo is required to produce 
the current. The bulb is attached to a

On Monday afternoo eae 
on one of the docks at Dose eran 
ing to the Rathbun Company, Berl 
spreading to the adjoining propert y “i 
caused an immense conflagration Ine 
thirds of the east ward was dest roved 
by fire. Large quantities of shingles 
»0sts, hardwood, etc., the flour mill, 
van house, elevator, and Canoe Club 
boat house were burned. Going north- 
ward and eastward, it Swept away al- 
most the entire eastern part of the town 
The Roman Catholic Church and seve- 
ral stores were consumed. The flames 
spread so rapidly that many persons 
lost all their possessions, some being 
away from home. A large quantity of 
cordwood belonging to the Rathbun 


wire connected with the street current. 
There is no danger of harmful shock in 
its use. 

Mr. Tesla has been working for many 
years on his theory of the necessity and 
the practicability of the conservation of 
electrical energy. The present incan- 
descent light gives only three per cent. 
of illuminating power. The other nine- 
ty-seven per cent. is wasted in heat. 

The bulb which he has perfected gives 
ten per cent. of light and loses ninety 
per cent. of energy. Mr. Tesla declares 
that he will, with the aid of a few more 
experiments, be able to produce forty 
per cent. of light, so that the waste will 
be reduced to only sixty per cent., or 
thirty-seven per cent. less than at pres- 
ent. 

The principle of light is vibration. 
The illumination is secured by means of 
what Mr. Tesla terms a vibrating needle 
within a vacuum. The needle vibrates 
so rapidly that the figures per second 
sound imaginary, but it is this intensi- 
ty of energy which gives the light its 
brilliancy and its apparent steadiness. 
The lights do not have to be renewed. 

Friends who recently visited Mr. Tes- 
la saw him photographed by means of 
his light. The exposure was but two 
seconds in the light of a single vacuum 
tube or bulb, without electrodes, having 
a volume of about ninety cubic inches. 
The light given was approximately 250 
candle power. The photograph was as 
sharp in outlines as though it were tak- 
en in full sunlight. 

Mr. Tesla has recently obtained many 
photographs in his study of the Roent- 
gen ray. He has photographed the heart 
of one of his assistants so accurately as 
to note its expansions and contractions, 
and he has also been able to locate de- 
fects in the lungs of several persons, the 
presence of tubercles being very evident. 

The announcement of Mr. Tesla’s dis- 
coveries created a genuine sensation at 
the electrical show and was the topic of 
conyorsation among the experts in the 
application of power.

Estimated that One Hundred Lives 
were Lost. 


Detroit; Mich., May 26.—It is beliey- 
ed that 100 persons were killed and 200 
injured by the cyclone which swept over 

ortions of this state last evening. The 
‘oss of property is estimated at $500,000. 

The lone swept the northern part 
of Oakland County, and wrecked the 
villages of Thomas and Oakwood. Its 
path was about half a mile wide, and 
nothing could withstand itsfury. Sev- 
enteen hamlets were storm-swept by the 
twisting, grinding resistless wind. Near 
Ortonville 21 persons are known to have 
been killed. At Oakwood 6 were killed. 
At Thomas 2, and there aro reported 
dead at North Oxford 5 more. At Thom 
as a dozen or moré are frightfully crush- 
ed and injured, many of whom cannot 
survive. All the other places have lists 
of injured, which include many whose 
lives are despaired of.

A 
terrific wind was blowing from a point 
rather south of southwest, and though a 
stream was laid on in five minutes and 
ie ple fought the fire bravely, yet the 
high wind, the inflammable nature of 
the stores, the lack of organization and 
protection proved fatal.

This 
maxim of the ancient sage affected the 
mind of the bosses. The truth of it 
was as indisputable as that of the oth- 
er sayings of the “Reverend Master.’”) 

At last, on the eighth day, a set- 
tlement was brought about. lt was af- 
ter much talk that an agreement was 
entered into between the parties to the 
dispute. The bosses agreed to raise the 
amount expended for their men’s vict- 
uals from $1.56 a month to $2.60 (as 
computed in our money), a>@ they also 
agreed |to make an advan ‘= wages, 
which were fixed at 25 cents a day of 
eight hours. 

The terms were accepted by the 
000 tailors. Work was resumed in the 
shops, and the hand machines were set. 
in motion at full speed. The bosses had 
saved the season's trade and the tailors 
of Shanghai had secured an incresae in 
their scanty grub. : x ; 

In the history of Chinese industries 
there are other incidents like that de- 
scribed here, but in few cases have the 
strikers sought for as much as was 
gained by the Shanghai tailors. The six 
Chinese companies which exist in the 
United States, and makes rules that 
no son of the Celestial Son would 
dare to disobey, have heard the news 
from he great city that stands be- 
side the Wasung River, and may pos- 
sibly have sent greetings to the suc- 
cessful tailors. In China there are no 
trades union in our sense of the term, 
though there are powerful organizations 
of a social-political kind, such, for ex- 
ample, as the Ko-Ro-Kwai among the 
southern Chinese, which once created 
alarm by attempting to overthrow the 
reigning dynasty.

PATH OF THE STORM. 


A STRIP OF COUNTRY COMPLETE- 
LY WRECKED. 


A Desolate Tract Near Walkery ille-Houses 


and Barns Blown Hundreds of Feet-- 
Damage in Oth arts of Ontario. 
Windsor, May 27.—The storm which 
raged in western Ontario last night did 
an immense amount of damage. In 
somo places the wind attained the 
strength and volume of 4 cyclone It 
struck tho Canadian shoro a short distance 
bolow Walkoryille, and left path of 


destruction a quarter of a milo wide and 
two miles nnd a quarterlong. Thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property was de 
stroyed, but as far as reported not one 
human life was lost, and very few per- 
sons suffered bodily injury. Tho course 
of tho storm was zigzag, from Lebocuf’s 
old wine house to Decoullard's Point. 
Mr. Clement Janisse’s brick house and 
barn were made a total wreok, and his 
loss was about $8,000, Twosmall woodon 
houses further east were destroyed. Mr. 
Wm. St. Louis’ house and barn suffered 
a good deal, and his windmill wes ‘blown 
down. Mr, Edward Chamberlain's house 
and ashery wero destroyed, and one of 
his horses killed. Mr. E. Parent's frame 
houso was damaged, his outbuildings 
destroyed, and valuable yehicles were 
smashed. Noxt came the eet of 
Mr. Alex, MoNelil, and here tho cpolone 
did some of {ts most interesting work. 
Mr. MoNoill and his family wore colo- 
brating tho Queen’s Birthday with tne 
assistanco of 32 guests, when the wind 
twisted their homo several inches off Its 
posts. A hired man was sitting in o rear 
addition to the building when it was 
whisked away from him in an instant as 
if it had been a bit of paper. Between 
2,000 and ¥,000 shingles were stripped 
off the roof, and all of the out houses 
demolished. A wagon was torn to pieces, 
{ts box carried 800 feet away, and the 
front and hind wheels blown 100 fect 
apart. Two grand pear trees, planted by 
the Jesuits 200 years ago, were 50 com- 
pletely denuded of branches that they 
became but great bare masts. Mr. Mo- 
Neill’s thousands of grape vines were 
disposed on tho ground as if they had 
been carefully combed out. 

Guelph, May 27.—Rain threatened all 
day yesterday, but it was not until 
nearly 9 o'clock that a thunderstorm 
burst out in full fury and continued for 
over an hour. During that time the 
lightning was almost an unbroken flash, 
while the roar of the thunder was terri- 
fic. One clap, louder than the rest, shook 
some buildings and rattled panes of glass 
in the windows. The water ran down 
the streets in little creeks, and some 
cellars on the main streets were flooded 
three feet deep. The roads in many 
places were badly washed out. Little 
damago was dono in the city. A fow 
telephone and telegraph poles suffered, 
and some trees. The residence of Mr. 
James Swan, York road, was struck, 
shingles torn off the roof, a portion of 
the chimney destroyed, and a hole an 
inch in diameter made in the ceiling of 
the sitting room where Mr, Swan twas 
sitting. Mr. Swan was thrown from his 
chair by the shock. Mr. Wm. Woods, in 
the same neighborhood, while walking 
home, received a shock and had to be 


carried into an adjoining residence. Both 


men are all right to-day. 

Perhaps the most remarkable expori- 
ence and escapo from instant death was 
that of Mrs, Laycock, Puslinoh, residing 
with her son, George Laycock. At tho 
time the ightning struck the chimney 
of the house she was sitting on the 
lounge, some eight feet from the stove, 
rocking the cradle. Suddenly the light- 
ning came down-the chimney through the 
stovepipes to the stove, blowing the doors 
open and throwing the stoyelids off. Mrs. 
Laycook recelyed s shock on both feet, 


and had her shoes and stockings torn 
off. She remained insenslble for some 
time.

THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


An Electric Car Loaded With People at 
Victoria Falls Into the Bay-Fifty or 
Sixty Drowned. 


Victoria, B. C., May 27.—Tho most 
terrible accident that ever took place in 
this yicinity occurred about 2 o'clook 
this afternoon, when an eleotric car foll 
through tho Point Ellice bridge into an 
arm of James Bay. A sham battle at 
Macauley Point was on the programme 
to-day as part of tho celebration of the 
Queen's Birthday and nearly the whole 
population of tho city had gono out to 
witness it. The electric cars running out 
to the sceno of the battle had been over 
crowded all the forenoon, Eyery car 
was full not only inside but as many 4s 
could do so clinigng on tho outside as 
woll. Tho car to which the accident 
happened containing about 80 persons, 
Eyen the roof was occupied, In crossing 
the Point Ellice bridgo !t left the track, 
crashed through the railings and foll 
into the water, 75 feet below. Tho fall 
was so sudden and unexpected that all 
the passengers were carried with it, Tho 
car floated for a moment and then was 
carried down by the weight of the motal 
work attached to it. Those inside were 
unable to escape and were drowned like 
rats In a trap. Some of those on the out- 
side escaped by swimming, but many 
were stunned by the fall or unable to 
swim and were drowned. It is belioved 
that 50 or 60 persons were drowned, but 
it is os yot impossible to ascertain the 
exact number. It will probably be several 
days before the real extent of tho disaster 
can be learned, As soon a8 possible the 
work of recovering the bodies was begun, 
and is now being pushed vigorously for- 
ward. 

A number of the bodies have already 
beon got up, and the work of identifica- 
tion is pr« ding.

It is not usually the most beautiful 
women who are vain.

When the battle 
began the British right rested on the 
Kingston and Montreal road, which at 
this point lies directly alongside the 
river, and the fighting line was extend- 
ed through a field of grain for about 
half a mile northward to the edge of 
the forest. The story of the battle is 
so well known that I will give but a 
few incidents. Twenty yards from the 
British line is a slight rise in the road, 
from which an American gun was 
fought and on which it was later on 
captured. In the ravine running to- 
wards the north from this point old 
settlers show the place where most of 
the American dead were picked up and 
some of whom had been slain by a shell 
from one of the gun-boats in the river. 
On the Casselman farm, immediately 
east of the Crysler homestead, a barn 
still stands behind which three Ameri- 
cans took shelter during the action. 
Unlike some modern politicians, they 
did not get under the barn, and as a 
consequence of their want of caution 


a stray round shot came along and kill- 
ed the lot. The hole in a plank through 
which the ball ee is there to-day 
and the ball itself is in the possession of 
Neison Casselman, whose grandfather 
owned the farm in 1813 and whose uncle 
dug the shot from the ground in which 
it buried itself. The Casselman house 
stands, too, exactly as it stood on the 
day of battle. The room is shown in

and visitors are invited to look into the 
cellar in which the Mrs. Casselman of 
that day hid the sheep to keep them 
from the Americans. This Casselman 
farm was presented to the grandfather of 
the present owner for services render- 
ed in the revolutionary war, and the 
land which the grandfather tilled and 
the house the grandfather built are oc- 
cupied by the anise to-day. 

A little further down the river an- 
other interesting figure is found. This 
is Eli Cook, a cousin of H. H. Eli was 
just one year old when the battle was 
fought. His father kept the tavernat 
which the Americans made their head- 
quarters, and no doubt supplied some 
of the whiskey which put the Ameri- 
can general hors de combat before the 
battle began. Mr. Cook, like the sheep 
on the Casselman homestead, was put 
in the cellar to be out of harm's way 
while the conflict was raging. He is 
full of stories of the fight which he 
has heard from those who took part 
in the engagement. It was he who 
pointed out where the dead lay thickest, 
where the American gun was captured, 
and where the bal! was to be found 
which had killed the three skulkers. 
lie also told me of one Canadian settler, 
who rose up behind a log as two Amer- 
ican horsemen approuched before the 
opening of the fight. The Americans 
had horse pistols and sabres. ‘he Can- 
adians had an empty musket. But 
Johnny Canuck knew the value of a 
bob-tail flush if the Yankees didn’t, 
and by threatening to shoot induced 
the invaders to surrender at discretion. 
The capture took place in

and the captor took his prisoners away 
around the American right wing and to 
the British commander. ‘he latter gen- 
erously presented the farmer with the 
soldiers’ horses, and the animals after- 
wards did useful work in tilling the 
soil they had been sent to invade. An- 
other of Mr, Cook's stories is of how the 
British used their camp fires on the 
night before the battle to deceive the 
enemy. The Americans had ten or 
twelve men for each fire lighted. The 
British built a separate fire for each 
squad of five. Thus the British camp 
fires were more numerous than those 
of the Americans, and the latter thought 
they were outnumbered. It was an- 
other form of the trick with which 
Brock fooled Hull at Detroit. 

In some histories Crysler’s farm is 
spoken of as a drawn battle. It can 
hardly be called that. The American 
army, which had set out to assist in 
the capture of Montreal, was driven to 
its boats and from thence to American 
territory, while the British held the 
field. But the victory was not as com- 
plete as it ought to have been. When 
the Americans rushed for their boats it 
was in the power of the British by a 
combined land and river attack to have 
utterly destroyed

The fire was kindled by Herostratus, 
who, when apprehended, confessed that 
his only desire was to transmit his 
name to future ages. He was put to 
death with exquisite and prolonzed tor- 
tures, and the Ephesian Senate com- 
manded that, on pain of death, his name 
should never be pronounced, hoping 
thus to disappoint his expectation. 

When the Russians evacuated Mos- 
cow, in 1812 afler the battle of Boro- 


dino, the Czar ordered the city to be

The number of 
lives lost is known to amount up into 
the hundreds, but the value of the pro- 
perty destroyed can not even be estim- 
ated. By the Emperor's command, thou- 
sands of Romans rendered homeless and 
deslitute were employed in removing 
the debris and rebuildiaz the burned 
city. Nero, to divert the odium of the 
crime from himself, charged it upon the 
Christians, and thus began one of the 
zreatest persecutions in the history of 
the early Christian Church, 

The Paris fires during the reign of 
the Commune in May, 1871, destroyed 
a frightful amount of property, in- 
cluding the Hotel de Ville, and Tuil- 
leries Palace and many buildings of 
less prominence. It is estimated that 
the total value of the property ruined 
by the incendiary fires, kindled by mem- 
bers of the Commune, exceeded $160,- 
000,000, but this sum did not nearly rep- 
resent the loss, for a great deal of 
property, such as household effects and 
the like, was destroyed, which was nev- 
er reported, ‘The fires were checked by 
blowing up houses in the line of the 
conflagrations, but more effectually by 
shooting the incendiaries caught in the 
act. 


The Chicago fire of 1871, whether 
considered with regard to the area of 
land covered, the number of lives lost, 
or the value of property destroyed, 
ranks as the greatest of history. Over 
18,000 buildings were destroyed, of 
which 2400 were stores, shops or fac- 
tories, and about 100,000 people were 
rendered homeless by the burning of 
their houses. The district over which 
the conflagration swept was three and 
three-fourth miles in length, by more 
than a mile wide, covering the most 
densely peopled portion of the city. It 
is said that 250 lives were lost by acci- 
dents during the progress of the fire, 
and the total value of the property de- 
stroyed was estimated at $192,000,000, 
this estimate not including over $4,000,- 
000 allowed for sulvage on foundations 
and the like. Scores of fire insurance 
companies were forced to the wall by 
this terrible calamity, their losses be- 
ing so great as to drive the companies 
into bankruptey. The cash contribu- 
tions for the benefit of the sufferers 
of the Chicago fire amounted, within a 
month after the disaster, to $4,200,000, 
and the contributions in the way of 
supplies, food, clothing and other ne- 

aries lo perhaps as much more.
